THE APPROPRIATION FOR SAVANNAH. 


Congressman Norwood Will Go Bofore the 
Committee Again—The Debate on the 
Sugar Clause of the Mills Bill. 


Wasutncrox, July 9.—[Special.]—Whe 
Sunday’s ConstTITUTION arrived this morning 
with the news that the conference commit- 
tee on the river and harbor bill 
had stricken out the senate amendment ap- 
propriating $200,000 ‘toward securing a chan- 
nel 28 feét deep for Savannah harbor,” and 
inserted in lieu thereof $150,000 to improve 
Savannah’s harbor, thus not committing the 
government to the twenty-eight foot scheme, 
there was much excitement in the Georgia dele- 
gation, for all who had watched the course of 
Senator Brown in its regard were confident the 
conference committee would not interfere with 
the senate amendment. Even Mr. Norwood 
learned it for the first time from Tne ConstTI- 
ruTION, Whereupon he immediately sought 
members of the committee to endeayor to have 
it reconsidered. 

When the house adjourned, I saw Mr. Nor- 
wood and asked him what he contemplated 
doing. Hesaid he could not get anything 
definite today from the committee regarding 
the action, as they had determined not to give 
any information as to their labors until fin- 
ished. ‘‘Ilowever,” he said, ‘‘1 was not sur- 
prised. Their action was nothing more than I 
expected. When the bill was reported in the 
house, the river and harbor commiitee prom- 
ised & assist in getting the senate commerce 
committee te raise the appropriation from 
their figures, $90,000, but they have always 
been unalterably opposed to committing the 
government tothe twenty-eight-foot scheme, 
during this congress, and itis only the logical 
conc!usion that they fought and defeated it in 
the conference committee.”’ 

“Will you do anything toward having the 
matter reconsidered by the conference com- 
mittee before they conclude their labors ?’’ 

‘‘Yes, I shall make an attempt tomorrow.”’ 

“Do you think they will reconsider ?”’ 

“T can’t tell‘yet, but Ishall do all in my 
power to have them doit.” 

THE DEBATE ON THE MILLS BILL. 

The sugar schedule of the Mills bill was 
disposed of today. The wool schedule is the 
only remaining one on which there will be 
much debate. Some twenty-five or thirty 
members are preparing speeches on the ques- 


tion, but they will not consume much time, - 


and from a canvass made of the house today 
the probabilities are that the bill will pass 
about the 24th inst. Members are betting that 
congress will adjourn the third week in 
August. 

‘‘Uneclé Joe Tillman,” of South Carolina, so 
termed by his fellow congressmen, who, during 
the early part of the session, was outspoken in 
hostility to the administration and the Mills 
bill, like a good democrat, has fallen into line. 
He says as ademocrat he must follow his party. 
Senator Pugh, of Alabama, member of the 
senate judiciary committee, says that tho nom- 
ination of Melville “‘W. Fuller’ as 
chief justice, which was reported 
without comment from the judiciary 
cammittee last week, will be voted on and he 
will be confirmed before the adjournment of 
the present session. There has been some 
feeling among the republican senators to hold 
over the confirmation until after the election, 
but somany are opposed to this that the re- 
mainder are compelled to act. It is natural 
to judge that the senate will not hurry itself 
to confirm Mr. Fuller.

Because He Vetoes Private Pension Bills— 


The Interstate Commerce Law. 
WASHINGTON, July 9.—In the senate, the 
senate bill granting land warrants to soldiers 
and sailors of the Seminole war, in 1856, was 
reported back adversely from{the committecton 
public lands and was indefinitely postponed. 
A motion to refer to the committee on pen- 


sions one of the vetoed pension bills was made | 


the ground-work of a speech by Mr. Stewart 
against the frequent exercise of the veto power 

y the president. There had been, he said, 
about 200 bills vetoed by Mr. Cleveland, most 
of them pension bills. <As the average montly 
pension was $12 the whole of these bills in- 
volved an expenditure of only abont $2,400 
a month. Admitting that they were al] wrong ; 
that the committees of both houses had been 
remiss in their duties, and that the two houses 
had been inattentive to their responsibilities, 
still he asked whether the necessity was so 
great as to warrant the executive department 
of the government to assume legislative 
powers. Noreason could be suggested why 
the form of government should be changed to 
save such a pittance. fle protested against 
the exercise of such powers by the president. 

Mr. Vest characterized Mr. Stewart’s propo- 
sition as monstrous; and declared that the 
president was as much required (under his 
oath of office) to scrutinize the smallest pen- 
sion bill and give it his approval, or return it 
with his objections, as he he was required to 
do so with the largest appropriation bill. To 
hold anything else in respect to the veto 
power would be to reuder that provision of the 
constitution absolutely nugatory, and make 
the government that which Mr. Hamilton in- 
tended to make it—a goverment of unlimited 
congressional power. The novel proposition 
that the amount involved in a bill had any- 
thing to do with the construing of the consti- 
tution was absolutely without foundation. 

The bill was referred to the committee on 
pensious. ? 

The senate then, on motion of Mr. Cullom, 
proceeded to the consideration of senate’ bill to 
amend the interstate commerce act. The most 
important changes in the existing law are the 
following: Requiring reductions in published 
rates, fares, or charges, to be made only after 
three days previous public notice. Prohibiting 
advances in joint rates, fares-and charges 
shown upon joint tariffs to exist after ten days 
notice to the commission. Adding imprison- 
mentin the penitentiary to the ponalty pro- 
vided for a violation of the law as 
to unlawful discrimination in rates; niak- 
ing false billing, false classification, false 
weighing, or the false report of Weight, a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a finewf not exceed- 
ing $5,000 and imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary for not exceeding two years, for cach of- 
fense, making the payment of any considera- 
tion to induco unjust discrimination a misde- 
meanor, subject to a like penalty, providing 
that the act shall not be construed so as to pre- 
vent the free carriage of? destitute and home- 
less persons transported by charitable societics 
and of necessary agents employed in s®ch 
transportation or the giving of reduced rates 
to municipal governments for the transporta- 
tion of indigent persons, or making of arrange- 
ments With national or state homes for the 
transportation of soldiers.

Provoke discussion aud to retard the passag 
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of the bill, he would reserve the proposition 
for the next session. 

Mr. Teller made a similar statement in re- 
gard toan amendment which would prevent 
railroad companies charging higher rates from 
the Pacific coast to Denver than to Kansas 
City, 600 miles east of Denvpr. He did not 
wish to embarrass the pending bill, but he 
gave notice to railroad companies that he 
would join with others to see that those com- 
panies discontinned, voluntarily, such out- 
rageous proceedings or to compel them todo so. 

Mr. George asked Mr. Cullom whether the 
committee had considered the question of 
prohibiting shippers from being the owners of 
cars used in the transportation of their goods. 
He understood the provision of law which se- 
cured an equality of rates between shippers 
Was evaded in this mauner; for instance by 
shippers owning oii cars, and thus driving 
smaller competiters outof a market. 

Mr. Sullivan replied that thé committees had 
done nothing in that matter, and that in his 
judgement it could not afferd to do so. In con- 
nection, he referred to the dressed beef busi- 
ness, and said that at first the railroad compa- 
nies had not provided the necessary cars for 
that business, that they were now beginning 
todoso. He didn’t see that congress couid 
undertake to say a shipper shoald not use his 
own cars. Butit was within the purview of 
law and’within the power of the commission 
to see to it that no undue advantage was given 
to a. shipper owning his own Cars over a ship- 
per not owning them. 

Messrs. Reagan, Wi'son of Iowa,and George 
criticized the interstate commerce commission 
for what they termed its vaciliating dispos- 
ition in dealing with powerful railroad com- 
panies, and Mr. George said he wonld offer an 
amendment prohibiting carriers from trans- 
porting goods for any shipperin @ car or ve- 
hicle owned by such shipper, untess they 
charged exactly the same ratcs as were charged 
to other shippers. 

The subject was further discussed by Messrs. 
Puch, Cullom, Dawes, George, McPherson and 
Reagan. 

Finally, the amendment was withdrawn, on 
promise by Mr. Cullom to have the question 
thoroughly considered at the next session of 
CONETESS. 

‘Lhe bill was then passed. 

After passing a few bills of local and minor 
interest, and spending some time in executive 
session, the senate at 5 o’clock adjourned. 
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STILL DEBATING ON SUGAR, 


The House Spends the Day on the Mills 
Tariff Bill. 

WASHINGTON, July,9.--After Mr. Hemphill 
of South Carolina,jhad made an earnest but 
unsuccessful effort to call up District of Co- 
lumbia business, the house went into commit- 
tee of the whole, Mr. Springer in the chair, on 
the tariff bill, the pending question being on 
the Cannon amendment. 

Mr. Wilkinson, of Louisiana, desired to cor- 
rect what he declared to be misstatements 
made by the gentleman on the other side to 
the effect that the sugar industry of Louisiana 
was a languishing industry. An industry 
which last year had produced three hundred 
and forty million pounds could hardly be termed 
as a languishing industry. It had been 
called a corpse, but if that were so it was the 
liveliest corpse the world had ever heard tell 
of. Hefquoted and denied the assertion of 
the gentieman frem Iowa, (Mr. Holmes) that 
the gigantic sugar trust was gotten up for the 
benetit of ‘twelve hundred planters (who em- 
ploy two and three hundred thouand persons) 
instead of being in with the sugar trust were 
competitors of the sugar trust, and instead of 
helping to put the prices up were helping to 
putitdown In substantiation of this view, 
he quoted from testimony taken before the 
committee on manufactures to the effect that 
Louisiana planters had reduced the price of 
sugar and he was further substantiated by Mr. 
Buchanan, of New Jersey, who asa member 
of that committee stated that the trust was un- 
friendly to Louisiana producers. 

The committee of the whole rejected—37 to 
108— Mr. Cannon’s amendment placing on the 
free list sugars not above No. 16 Dutch stand- 
ard, reducing rates on cther grades and grant- 
ing a bounty to the producers of sugar. 

Mr. Dingiey, of Maine, offered an amend- 
ment fixing ihe rate of duties on sugar not 
above No, 13 Dutch standard testing not above 
75 degrees at 7.100 ofa cent per pound wiih 
an additional duty of 2.100 of a cent per pound 
for each additional degree or fraction of a de- 
gree. He stated that the rate proposed’by him 
was exactly one-half of the existing rate and 
if his proposition,were adopted he would follow 
it With amendments makiug similarreductions 
in other grades. 

Rejected, after a debate, by $6 to 105. 

Mr. Weber offered an amendment which, 
While not interfering with the rates. of duty 
proposed by the bill, provides for a new classi- 
fication of grades. ‘Thi he 


This reclassification, 
contended, would result in putting down prac- 
tices that had been indulged in by sugar refin- 
eries, whose great operations had been monop- 
olized long before they were combined in a 
sugar trust. 

This was also rejectcd, after a somewhat 
heated debate which Mr. McComas charged, 
and the two Breckinridges denied, a majeri- 


ty of the ways and ineans committee had given 


hearings upon the sugar schedule to members 
of the sugar trust, and had immediately there- 
after changed the sugar schedule in their bill 
to the advantage of refiners. 

A vote was takenin some confusion, 
resulted yeas 65, nays 8. 

On motion of Mr. Mills, the duty on molas- 
ses, testing not aboye 56 degrees, was fixed at 
23 cents per gallon. 

Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, offered an amend- 
ment substituting the sugar schedule, as it 
originally appeared in the Mills bill. 

Another long debate resulted upon this 
amendment, after which it was lost. 

Mr. Weber, of New York, offered an amend- 
nent providing that nodrawbacks shall be 
allowed onsugar exported from the United 
States. He said that the original bill had 
contained this provision and he was for the 
time at a loss to account for its diseppearance. 
But he knew now thaton a certain day after 
the original bill had been introduced 
Mr. Havemeyer, of New York, appeared, 
and shortly after that a changed bill came be- 
fore the house. - He charged that the amend- 
ed bill was in the interest of the sugar trust 
of thiscountry. ‘The effect of his amendment 
would be to do away with the other end of the 
line, which promoted fraud upon the revenues 
of the government. It was impossible for 
sugar to be exported upon the basis of a draw- 
back equal to the amount of the original duty 


and 


paid. 


Mr. Weber’s amendment was rejected, and 
he offered another, requiring drawbacks to be 
paid only on polariscopic tests, saying that 
this was the last resort of the sugar trust and 
gentlemen on the other side had now an op- 
portunity to free themselves from a suspicion 
which would become a certainty if they voted 
down his proposition. 

Mr. Mills replied that treasury officials al- 
ready iad authority to make polarscopic tests. 

After further debate, the amendment was 
rejected. This concluded the consideration 
of the sugar clauses. 

The next paragraph relating to tobaeco was, 
upon Mr. Miil’s motion, left open for further 
motion. 

Mr. Nutting, of New York, moved to strike 
out the starch provision. 

* Mr. Boutelle supported the motion in an 
argument thatin his district this paragraph 
dealt a most serious blow. 

Pending a vote on the motion, the house, at 
5 m., adjourned.

The Opera House Tumble.

At 9 
o'clock Saturday night, the tloor in one of the 
stories of the building gave way and brought 
down into the cellar several pilars and girders 
that supported the proscenium and octagon 
done. This eaused the house to collapse by 
piece meal at {different times since. in ar- 
chitect says the floor was broken by a pile of 
about fifteen tons of beans in sacks owned by 
a Wholesale grocer.

Kansas City Streets Converted 
Into Rivers. 


GREAT DAMAGE [DONE TO PROPERTY. 


Severe Storms in West Virginia—Wind, 
Rain, Hailand Lightning—Several 
Lives Reported Lost. 


Kansas City, July 9.—[Special.|—The most 
disastrous storm that has ever visited this city 
for years, raced from 9 o’clock last night until 
12. During the hoight of the storm Eighteenth 
street for seven blocks, beeamé@ a turbulent 
river, which flooded all houses to the depth of 
two feet, and at Twenty-third and Vienna, a 
tifteen feet culvert was inadequate to the im- 
mense voluine of water which backed up, car- 
rying away tivo houses, the inmates of which 
were only re:cued with the greatest of difii- 
culty. Those who saw the storm say thatit was 
undoubtedly a cloud burst. Reports of death 
and destruction are numerous, but thus far no 
fatalities have been verified 

Tusco.ta, Ill., July 9—[Special.]—A heavy 
and disastrous tleod provails over central L1li- 
nojs at.-present, rains having fallon in sheets 
for the past thirty hours. ‘There are probably 
twenty thousand acres of corn under water ip 
this county, while the oat crop, which was al- 
most ready toharvest, is damaged to such an 
extent that it will scarcely pay cutting. About 
fifteen families in the southern part of. this 
city have been compelled to move to higher 
ground, as the water is some three feet decp in 
their homes and rising. Several miles of track 
onthe St. Louis branch of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois railroad are submerged ‘and its 
trains are being run over the Wabash to West- 
ville crossing. 

STORMS IN WEST VIRGINIA. 

->ARKERSEURG, W. Va.—TI'wo destructive 
storms have visited this section during the 
past two days. Rain, with thunder, lightning 
and hail and violent winds swept the territory 
Within a radius of thirty-five miles, doing a 
large amount of damage. <A ride through the 
territory yesterday showed a bridge swept 
away, buildings unroofed, trees and fences 
down, and crops in a deplorable condition. 
This is between here and Athens, Ohio, and 
along the Little Kanawha and Ohio rivers. 
Two fatalities are reported. John Thomson, 
a farmer, was: instantly killed by lightning. 
Howard James attempted to ford a swollen 
stream at an accustomed place, and was 
washed down with the torrent. Last night a 
second storm added to the destruction. Houses 
were blown down, cellars flooded, foundations 
undermined anda large amount of damage 
done. Several inches of rain fell, rushing 
through the streets like a mill race. Roads 
were washed out and telegraph lines pros- 
trated, so that news of actual damage outside 
is coming in slowly. 

FRESHETS IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

Pirtsrunec, Pa., July °.—Heavy, rain last 
night and teday has created freshets in all 
streams in this section of the country, and rail- 
road travel has been impeded today by numer- 
ous washouts. 

A Uniontown special says that Redstone 
creek lias broken its bounds and submerged all 
the lowlands of the town, and hundreds of 
people are standing onthe bridge watching 
the engry waters sweep by. Men are carrying 
wromen out of their houses._in low places to 
higher ground, and several feet of water is 
standing in the houses. At Leith the whole 
place is submerged, and trains are running 
through several feet of water, which is rising. 
The water threatens to raise the houses from 
their foundations, 

At Brownfield the yard tracks were washed 
cut, and twenty feet of water is standing ina 
cut of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. Two 
railroad bridges above town have been carried 
away and lodged against a tresile in Union- 
town. Tie Unioniown express is still lying 
here unable to ‘proceed further south on ac- 
count of washouts. The rain is still pouring 
down, but it is thought the worst is passed. 
The rain will domuch damage to growing 
crops, especially corn, which is badly washed 
out in many places. At Washington there was 
a terrific rain storm, which flooded the cellars 
and yards. The Paltimore and Ohio railroad 
bridge at Triadelphia was carried off by high 
waters during the storm. 
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GENERAL SHERIDAN IMPROVING. 


His Pulse Good and His Appetite Improv- 
! ing. 

New Beprorp, Mass., July 9.—The day 
has passed very quietly at Nonqnitt, and ow- 
ing to rain and easterly winds, but few visitors 
have been tothe place. Interest inthe wel- 
fare of General Sheridan continues unabated, 
and many inquiries have been made concern- 
ing his condition. His cottage has presented 
a closed and deserted appearance in front, but 
at the rear children have been at play out of 
doors when the weather permitted. Dr. 
O’Reilly, who was with the general during the 
voyace from Washington, left Nonquitt for 
the capital today on account of business en- 
gagemenis, and his place has been taken by 
Dr. Washington Matthews. The following 
bulletin was issued by the attending physi- 
cians this evening: 

NoNnQvitt, July 9.—9 p.m. Notwithstanding the 
apparent fatigue of General Sheridan’s disembar- 
kation from the Swatara he has had a tolerably fair 
night, thoneh slightly restless at times.

PROMOTED BY THE PRESIDENT. 


A Large Number of Cadets Given Lieuten- 
ancies—Other Gossip. 

WASHINGTON, July 9.—The president today 
nominated Colonel Thomas L. Casey, engineer 
corps, to be. brigadier-general and chief of en- 
gineers; William C. Weaver postmaster Front 
Royal, and James H. Rodeff postmaster W ood- 
stock, Va.; John W. Judd, of Tennessee, to 
be associate justice of the supreme court of 
Utah territory, anda largé number of cadets 
to lieutenancies in the army and other appoint- 
ments and promotions in the army and revenue 
marine service. 

For the second time the conferees on the ag- 
ricultural appropriation bill have disagreed. 
The only point at issue isthe senate amend- 
ment appropriating $100,000 for sorgum sugar 
experiments. The house conferees refuse to 
accept this provision and will ask the house 
for instructions before proceeding further.

Wasuineton, July 9,—The proposition to 
submit to the people of the several states a 
constitutional amendment to prohibit the 
liquor trafficin the United States was favorably 
reported by Senator Blair today from the com- 
mittee on education. The proposed amend- 
ment reads as follows: 

Section 1, The manufacture, importation, ex- 

rtation, transportation and sale of all alcoholic 
eens as a beverage shall be hereby forever pro- 
hibited inthe United States in every place subject 
to their jurisdiction. 

Sec, 2. Congress shall enforct this article by all 
needful legislation.

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MANDEVILLE'S DEATH. 


Irish Members Say He Was Starved in 
Prison—An Inquiry Asked. 

Lonpon, July 9.—W.H. Smith stated in 
the house of commons tonight that the govern- 
ment will decline to give a day for the discus- 
sion of Mr. Parnell’s motion to appoint a com- 
mittee of inquiry into the charges made by the 
Times against leaders of the national party 
and the authenticity of the letters supporting 
those charges. The Parnellites intend, there- 
fore, to raise the debate on a motion to ad- 
journ. 

Philip Stanhope, member of the house of 
commons, will move inthe supply bill a re- 
duction of Sir Rk. F. Webster’s salary as atter- 
ney general. 

In announcing the death of Mr. Mandeville, 
Mr. O’Brien declared in the house of com- 
mons today that Mr. Mandeville had been 
murdered by brutal treatment in Tullamore 

risom. Hoe was kept many days on a diet of 
read and water, and would have died of starv- 
ation but for the compassion of the officials in 
giving him small scraps of food. He never re- 
covered from his sutierings under the treat- 
ment. 

Timothy Healy writes that Mr. Mandeville 
died for the cause of Ireland, and that he was 
killed by rizorous treatment in prison. 

Mr O’Brien asked Mr. Balfour what official 
information there wasin regard tothe death 
of Mr. Mandeville, and whether the govern- 
ment would take any measures to secure an 
adequate inquiry into the causes of, his death.

Mr, Wilfred Lawson, home ruler, asked 
whether the government would grant the ap- 
pointment of a committee of tie house to in- 
quire. into charges against leaders of the na- 
tional party in the house of commons. 

In reply, W. H. Smith, government leader, 
said that the -house was imcompetent to in- 
quire inte charges. A proper inquiry, he de- 
clared, could be obtained through the proper 
tribune. 

Mr. Parnelllater gave notice to the house 
that on Thursday he would submit a motion 
for the appointment of committee to inquire 
into the authority of the letters published by 
the Times in its articles on ‘‘Parnellism 
and Crime” in which he _ and _ other 
nationalist members were charged with serious 
crimes. He will also ask the government to 
appoint a dayto discuss the subject and give 
him @ chance to repel the foul and unfound- 
ed charges made against him by General 
Webster in the trial of the suits of Mr. 
O'Donnell against the Times. 

Mr. Parnell’s remarks were received with 
loud cheers from the Irish benches. 


Sentenced for Giving Information. 

LeErpsic, July 9.—Herr Dietz, an Alsatian 
railway official, Mme. Dietz, his wife, and 
arailway assistant named Appel, who were 
charged with having sold to the French gov- 
ernment information relative to German mili- 
tary arrangements, have been convicted. 
Dietz was sentenced to ten years. and his wife 
to four years’ penal servitude..

Meeting of the Emperors. 

Beri’n, July 9.—Ata mecting of the two 
empers®, the czar on board the yacht Derjava, 
escorted by two men-of-war, will meet the 
German squadron. Emperor William will 
then go aboard the yacht Dejava and the two 
squadrons will sail for Constadt, where the sov- 
ereigns will land with military honors. After 
an ollicial reception they will start for Peterhof, 
with Count Herbert Bismarck in the company 
of Emperor William and M. DeGiers in the 
company of the czar. The Empress Victoria 
will soon visit Florence and there reside in the 
villa Palmieri. 

The czarina will accompany the czar. When 
Prince William steps upon the deck of the 

tussian yacht, the German standard will be 
unfurled from the masthead of the vessel. The 
ezarevitch represencing the czar will board the 
Hohenzollen, which will fly the Iussian flag. 
During his stay at St. Petersburg, Emperor 
William will visit Krasnoecile’s camp, where a 
grand review will be held.

Archbishop Walsh, of 
Dublin, has forwarded to Cardinal Simeoni a 
report stating that in their double capacity of 
priests and citizens, the Irish bishops thought 
it their duty to indicate measures that might 
prevent an extension of existing evils. Mon- 
signer Porsico reports that although the bishops 
were too inconsiderate, they were impelled by 
a desire to improve matters. The pope has de- 
cided to take no further active steps at present. 
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Dr. Mackenzie Interviewed. 

Lonpon, July 9.—Dr. Mackenzie arrived in 
London today and was greeted by a host of 
friends. In an interview he denies several 
statements that have been attributed to him, 
and says that he has not taiked with any re- 
norters since he left Berlin. He also states 
that he intends henceforth to maintain the 
strictest silence representing the late emperor’s 
illness and German politics. After taking a 
rest, he will prepare a professional report of 
the case. 


The Interpellation Postponed. 

-aRIsS, July 9.—Members of the right in the 
chambers of deputies have postponed their in- 
terpellation of the government in regard to 
the seizure in the house of M. Dufeuille of let- 
ters written by the count of Paris advocating 
the re-establishment of the monarchy, The 
session of the chambers will close on the 
fifteenth of this month.

BERLIN, July 9.—The editor of the Cologne 
Gazette has been sentenced to three months’ 
imprisonment in a fortress for publishing an 
incorrect statement that a landlord had refused 
to sell to the government land on which it was 
proposed to erect astatue of Emperor Will-

WAYS OF THE WICKED. 


A Bioody Tragedy at Navasota, 
Texas. 


A HOTEL PROPRIETOR KILLED. 


A Deserted Girl Commits Suicide by Taking 
“Rough on Rats’ —A Suicide in Bir- 
mingham—Other Criminal News. 


Navasota, Texas, July 9.—{Special.]-—A 
terrible tragedy occurred here last night at 
10:30 at the union depot. Moses M. Camp, 
proprietor of the Camp hotel, opposite the 
depot, was shot and instantly killed by J. S. 
Looring, proprietor of the Exchange hotel, 
and his son, a youth of about 18. Considerable 
rivalry existed between the two men. At 
noon Sunday they had a fist fight at the depot. 
When the afternoon train arrived a renewal of 
the difficulty was only prevented by the inter- 
ference of friends. Last night Looring and his 
son went to meet the Sante Fe train, which 
was late. About the time the train 
was coming in Camp went over 
to the depot, and seeing Looring, walked 
in the direction of him. When withina few 
feet, some words passed between them. Loor- 
ing struck Camp, itt is supposed, with his fist, 
staggering or knocking him back. As soon as 
he recovered himself, Camp fired on Looring, 
missing hin. Immediately afterwards another 
shot was fired, by whom hssnot been known, 
and Camp fell dead on the railroad traek, with 
his pistol beside him. The train was approach- 

g, and bystanders lifted his body on the 
platform. The shot, a 45-calibre, took effect 
in the center of the back of the neck, producing 
instant death. The Loorings left town, but 
returned at noon today, in charge of a deputy 
sheriff, to whom they surrendered for 
the purpose of being present at the inquest 
and preluninary examination, which was _ be- 
gun this evening by Justice Teague, and will 
be conciuded tomorrow. Both men are old 
citizens of the city, aged about 50 years, and 
have lived here since early boyhood. Both 
were men of family, and were highly respected 
by the community. 
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James Miller Murdered at Harrodsburg by 
Judge Pulliam. 

LovIsvVILLE, Ky., July 9%.—The case of 
Judge A. M. Pulliam, who on Friday killed 
James Miller, a wealthy farmer at Hardins- 
burg, Ky., came up before the county magis- 
trate this morning at that place. Judge Pul- 
liam waived an examination and went to jail 
without bail. It has been discovered since 
the kifling that when Pulliam and Miller went 
together into Pulliam’s office, Pulliam sub- 
mitted to Miller for signature a statement that 
Miller had been criminally intimate with Mrs, 
Pulliam, and thatin consideration of that fact 
he would pay Pulliam $5,000. The statement 
was in ink,in Pulliam’s writing. Below, in 
pencil, and leaving a space for the signature, 
were the words in the same handwriting: “I 
will give you five minutes to consider. You 
may sign or die.’’ 

This paper was found under Miller’s spec- 
tacles,.on Pulliam’s table, just after the shoot- 
ing.’ The feelingis very bitter against Pul- 
liam, and there is some talk of violenee, Pul- 
liam’s past record is bad. He was a saloon- 
keeper at Cloverport, a numberof years ago, 
and his place was the resort of women of ques- 


tionable repute. Later he became. acquainted , 


with Miss Mollie Miller, daughterof a wealthy 
merchant aud relative of the murdered man. 
She was infatuated with Pulliam and married 
him in spite of her father’s objections. Twice 
they havé been separated on account of Pul- 
liam’s alleged infidelity. Pulliam’s eleetion 
as county judge was due to the reaction against 
the badly enforced local option law. His only 
competitor was a local optionist. 


DESERTED AND HEARTBROKEN, 


Alvina Herb Resorts to “Rough on Rata” 
With Fatal Result. 

LAWRENCE, Kans.. July 9.—[Special.]—A 
girl, fourteen years old, named Aivina Herb, 
living at Eudora, about five miles east of this 
city, committed suicide by taking “rough on 
rats.”’ -The child at times acted very strange, 
and had a violent temper, which she could not 
control, The father of the girl lives in Idaho, 
and has not visited her for a long time. Her 
mother has been insane for some time, and is 
now confined in an asylum in Ohio. A brother 
vorks for a farmer south of Lawrence. The 
other children of this unfortunate family 
are in an orphan asylum at St. Louis. Alvina 
Herb lived with the family of C. 1. Haper- 
buck, andhadavery pleasart home. Last 
Saturday evening, while playing with several 
girls of her ownage, she became very angry 
and struck one. Shesoon after went to the 
house, and a little later became sick and con- 
fessed that she had taken poison. Every 
effort possible was made to save her, but she 
died yesterday.

UNDER THREE SERIOUS CHARGES. 


A Former Kentuckian Rowing a Wide Row 
in Tennessee. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July eee — 
Warrants were sworn out today before Justice 
McKenzie for the arrest of Hiram Strump on 
three very serious charges. The first charge 
alleges assault with intent to commit a rape on 
his step daughter, Miss Geneva Hopkins; the 
second alleges assault with intent to commit 
murder, and the third alleges a misdemeanor 
—that he carries a pistol All the parties 
formerly lived in Franklin, Ky. Strump mar- 

ied Mrs. Hopkins. several years ago, 
and the girl alleges that two years 
ago he seduced her during her mother’s 
absence from home. Mrs. edgy has an ap- 
plication for divorce pending. The girl ex- 
hibited a dress she had on last Saturday, when 
Strump made the assaulton her. It was cut 
almost into ribbons, as the girl says, while he 
was attempting to force her to submit.

There ison the right 
side of the neck a line of orienta) characters. 
This beautiful relic of the mound builders 
must have been brought froma distance, for 
there is no stone about here atall likeit. It 
is a fine exhibition of art, and the hands that 
used the chisel must have been skillful and 
well trained.

It will be seen that in the first half of the vear, in- 
cluding several months of winter weather, over 
$,300 miles of new track have been laid. 
only about 400 miles less than the amount reported 
for the first balf ef 1887. It Jacks less than 300 miles 
otequaling the entire mileage laid in 1885, and is 
only 500shortof the total new mileage of 1884. 
These figures ceriainiy do not bear out the pre- 
dictions made so freshly at the opening of 
the year that the extraordinary railway 
buil ling of 1587 would be followed by an almost, if 
not quite, complete stoppage of new construction. 
‘The total here given shows an inerease of 1,049 
milesiothe mileage rej;grted for June.l, a very 
Jurge addition to b: rected in asingle month. 

Not only is the mileage already laid surprisingly 
large, but the number of lines which furnish it 
forms a noteworthy fact. While the 4,754 miles re- 
ported for the first six months of 1887 were laid on 
136 Lines, the 3,520 miles built thus far this year 
represent 168 lines—taking the footing of the sepa- 
raie linesin each state. That is tosay, the mileage 
built in the past six months average less than twenty 
milestoeachline. This indicates what is to be a 
eharseteristic of railway construction this year, that 
it will be made upby the building of a great number 
of comparatively short roads instead of being com- 
posed to a®la rze degree of long lines built by a few 
companies. An examination of the records, road 
by road, shows this to be the case, only two lines 
thus far since January 1 having added more than 

00 miles of track each, and only ten others exceed- 
dug filty iniics each.

BEER AND DIGESTION 


What Dr. Hare, of the University of 
Pennsylvania, Says. About It. 


Dr. H. A. Hare, demonstrator of experimental 
therapeutics and Instructorin physical diagnosis 
inthe University of Pernsylvania, says the physi- 
clan ts frequently puzzled when prescribing for a 
convalescent as to which alcoholic beverage of a 
mild and pleasant character he can recommend 
with the least fear of “upsetting” the stomach, 
The writer has, therefore, attempted to decide 
this question. 

Before passing to a direct considération of the 
methods employed and the results obtained it is 
necessary that a few physiological and therapeutl- 
cal points be brought forward. Every one,knows 
that alcohol retards digestion in the test tube, but 
aids it in the stomach ; and while these facts seem 
somewhat’ paradoxical, they are, in reality, per- 
fectiy logical, for the following reasons : 

In the test-tube we have a given quantity of 
digestive fluid on which the alcohol may act, and 
we cannot have any increase in the quantity of 
that fluid, because it issurrounded by giags walls. 
In the stomach the alcoholacts quiteas muchon 
the digestive ferment as it does on the test-tube, 
butit also, by the presence of that viscus, excites 
the gastricglands to such an extent that an excess 
of gastric juice is secreted sufficient to counterbal- 
ance any anti-digestive influences. In other 
words,the action of thegpiriton the living tissue 
is greater than its action on the digestive ferments, 

Theoretically, alcoho! should never be used in 
fndigestion or in conditions of gastric weakness; 
practically, every physician of experience or edu- 
cation gives alcohol under just these circum- 
stances, and, very properly, too, gives the stronger 
alcoholic preparations instead ofthe weaker, In 
typhoid fever we give brandy or whiskyin the 
first stages, almost solely for the purpose of In- 
creasing digestion. 

It is also known, by those {nterested in such 
matters in the profession, that beer alds digestion 
but little, or at all, by means of ttsaicohol, since 
that constituent is presentin so diluted a form and 
in such small quantity that it can neither aid di- 
gestion toany extent by acting on the coatsof the 
stomach nor retard it by influencing the digestive 
fiuid. It should not be forgotten that while all al- 
coholic fluids theoretically retard gastricdigestion, 
that beer does s» much lessthan brandy or whisky 
owlng to its smallamount of alcoho!, and while, as 
has already been shown, this factrather obtains 
avzainst {ts practical use, that thisis overcome by 
the carbonic acid and bitter principles ofthe beer, 
which stimulate, exciteand act as bitter tonics on 
the castrie clands. 

Beers, to be wholesome, should, therefore, con: 
tain carbonic acid and bitter principlestoa fair 
decree, the alcohol taking a subservient and al- 
most useless role so far as Cigestion is concerned. 

Tosaum up the results of these experiments, we 
find that the beers examined varied tnthefr action 
as much as fifty-nine minutes, and that while most 
beers do not retard digestion In all probability In 
the stomach, that others, such as those mentioned 
in the first part of te table,aid digestion very ma- 
terially.

Bulldozing Negro Democrats. 

Judging from some remarks made by the 
Afro-American, of Cincinnati, colored 
democrats have a muth harder time at the 
north and west than negroes of either party 
fo at the south. The Afro-American is 
printed in Cincinnati and edited by 4 col- 
ored man. Itis well written, and appears 
to be prosperous, notwithstanding the fact 
that it is a fearless expounder of democratic 
principles.

The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of the cotton movement, says 
that for the week ending this evening (July 
6), the total receipts have reached 6,410 
bales, against 15,026 bales last week, 13,228 
bales the previous week, and 16,812 bales 
three weeks since, making the total receipts 
since the ist of September, 1887, 5,441,909 
bales, against 5,194,203 bales for the same 
period of 1886-7, showing an increase since 
September 1, 1887, of 247,706 bales. 

The exports for the week ending reacha 
total of 37,952 bales, of which 34,639 were 
to Great Britain, 300 to France, and 3,013 
to the rest of the continent. The total sales 
for forward delivery for the week are 235,- 
300 bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up 3,456 bales, including 2,806 for 
consumption and 650 for speculation. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1887, are 5,464,069 
bales; in 1886-7 were 5,184,396; in 1885-6 
were 5,335,208 bales. Although the re- 
ceipts at the outports the past week were 
6,410 bales,the imports into continental ports 
have been 42,000 bales. There has been a 
decrease in the cotton in sight of 337,978 
bales as compared with the same date of 
1887, a decrease of 317,298 bales as com- 


| pared with the corresponding date of 1886, 


and a decrease of 343,090 bales as compared 
with 1885. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 6,664 bales, and are 16,039 
bales more than at the same period last 
year. The receipts at the same towns have 
been 2,219 bales more than the same week 
last year, and since September. 1st the re- 
ceipts at all the towns are 101,798 balcs 
more than for the same time in 1886-7, 

The increase in amount in sight, as com- 
pared with last year, is 508,382 bales, the 
increase as compared with 1885-6 is 402,074 
bales, and the increase over 1884-5 is 1,256,- 
235 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the New York 
market has been on the whole irregular, 
showing some advance in the options for 
the present crop, while the later options 
have plainly hesitated to take an upward 
course. Indeed, the conditions of last week 
have been in one respect practically re- 
versed, inasmuch as then the strength of 
the market lay with the new crop options, 
while during the present week, as already 
intimated, it has been with this crop, a fact 
which may be attributed in the case of pres- 
ent crop options to an increased demand 
and higher prices for the actual cotton, and 
in that of the next crop options to rather 
more favorable crop advices. Early in the 
week there was a slight advance in this 
crop, which was more than lost on liberal 
selling orders, partly it was understood 
from the south. 

A moderate rise followed, however, in 
spite of some depression in Liverpool, the 
favorable factors being a demand to cover 
contracts, a betterinquiry from exporters, 


and a quiet but steady absorption of cotton 


by spinners. On Tuesday large purchases 
for export by Greek houses, unusually large 
freight engagements, higher quotations on 
the spot, a demand to cover July and Aug- 
ust contracts, and a rise in Liverpool, 
caused a further advance here. On Thurs- 
day there was a moderate rise, owing partly 
to an advance in Liverpool. 

Friday the market was irregular, and 
closed barely steady after a slight advance 
in this crop, and a decline of six to eight 
points in the next crep, owing partly to a 
deciine in Liverpool, and some liquidation 
of next crop options by recent buyers. Cot- 
ton on the spot has been more active for ex- 
port with freight engagements for Liverpool 
on Monday and Tuesday reaching a total of 
11,000 bales. There has also been a larger 
business on speculation, and a moderate but 
steady demand for home consumption. 
Prices have advanced one-cighth cent.

Epirors ConstTituTion—Joseph M. Brown’s 


article on reduction of rates causing an increase of 
income to the State road is my excuse for writing 
this article. The map of this city shows it to be 
about three miles in diameter. Now, in nearly 
every southern city a traveler can get more than 
three miles ride for five cents; here cne only gets 
about half that distance, and the poorest, most 
miserable c:nnections in the world, In New Or- 
leans five cents will take a person from Carrolton to 
Canal stree’, six miles, or from Canal street to the 
Jackson barracks, six miles. Then fifteen cents will 
pay from Canal street to West End or Spanish Fort 
and return, a distance of twelve miles 
If a person lives in West End 
or out Whitehail street and wants to go to Ponce de 
Leon or Grant’s park it costs ten cents, besides fif- 
teen to twenty minute’s time lost waiting for a con- 
nection. Peachtree residents must pay two fares to 
Grant’s park, Capitol avenue residents must pay two 
fares to reach Ponce de Leon, while poor Marietta 
street residents must pay two fares to get to Oak 

land, Grant’s park, West End or Westview. What 
is the result of all this extortion, short rides, delays, 
etc? That Atlanta has the poorest patronized, poor- 
est mules, dirtiest cars, non-uniformed drivers, no 
conductors in the south. ‘The public really run for 
the accommodation of the horse 
cars. Ali this can be remedied by good manage- 
mem and a system of transfer tickets whereby close 
connections will be made and busincss men will 
use the car lines in going to and from their business 
where they now walk all the way rather than lose 
time and pay ten centseach way per day for such 
miserable service. ;

ANOTHER FIRM SIGNS, 


The Situation at the Iron Mills—Labor 
News. e 

Pitrspura, July 9.—The Structural Tron 
company, of New Albany, Ind., has signed 
the amalgamated. scale, making nineteen 
firms that have so far granted the demands of 
the workingmen. The situation at Singer 
Nimick and company’s works has not changed. 
The mill was in partial operation today, with 
about two hundred men, and the firm claimed 
that they would have no trouble in getting al} 
the workmen necessary to run their works in 
full. The Amalgamated associvion a d 
Knights of Labor have declared war agains: 
the mill, and all members who return to work 
before the scales are signed will be blacklisted. 
Lhe galvanized department at Moorehead. 
Maclean and company, started up this morn- 
ing, with their old workmen, at last year’s 
wages, pending asettlement of the scale by 
other manufacturers. It is understood among 
the workmen that this firm will sign the scale 
as soon as they are ready to start other depart- 
ments. 

This afternoon the Kittaning Iron company 
of Kittaning, sent to President Weihl, of the 
Amalgamated association, for the scale, which 
will be adopted at once. The works will be 
staried tomorrow, giying employment to five 
hundred men, who have been idle since last 
spring. The closing of the iron mills has not 
as yet had any noticeable effect upon the coke 
trade, but should the lockout continue for an- 
other week the furnaces now in operation wil] 
begin to close and then will follow a falling off 
in demand for coke. Thereis now less than 
sixty per vent of the ovens in operation, and 
it is predicted that should the iron workers 
ockout continue another week there will be 
ess than twenty-five per cent. 


Another Arrest Made. 


CHICAGO, Ill., July 9.-~Another arrest was 
made in connection with the Burlington al- 
leged dynamite plot today. United States 
Marshal Marsh, with a deputy and two deteo- 
tives, went to Aurora and arrested George 
Gooding, an engineer. This man has worked 
forthe Burlington in various capacities for 
seventeen years and is highly responsible citi- 
zen of Aurora. He was brought to Chicago 
this evening and taken to Mash’s private office 
where he was examined by Marshal Marsh 
and Burlington attorneys. After this Good- 
ing was taken before the United States com- 
missioner and held in bail for examination 
with the other prisoner on the charge of aiding 
in the transportation of high explosives, con- 
trary to the federal laws.. Not being able to 
secure bondsmen, Gooding went to jail.

New York, July 9.—[Special.]—Governog 
John B. Gordon was heartily congratulated in 
Wall street today, when it became known’ 
that the Mutual Insurance company had 
bought the $1,900,000 of 44 per cent Georgia 
bonds at 104}. 

Governor Gordon says that he received sealed 
bids for this loan, aggregating nearly five times 
the amount of bonds to be issued, and that the 
variation between the bids was very: small, 
thus proving the widespread excellenee of 
Georgia’s credit. He also says that the next 
bonds which the state has occasion to issue 
will certainly not need to bear over 4 per cent 
interest, and that at that rate they will readily 
sell at par. 

The purchase by the the Mutual Life In. 
surance company is an excellent indorsement 
of the state’s credit, and practically nullifieg 
the venomous attacks which have persistently 
been made on Georgia bonds by Henry Clews 
and his associates, who are sick and spiteful, 
because they own the bulk of a spurious issuo 
which the state has repudiated. 

Pending this sale, while the advertisement 
requesting bids has been appearing in the 
Georgia papers, an advertisement, presumably 
inserted by the Clews party, has been rune 
ning in several of the New York papers, 
offering Georgia 7 per ‘cent bonds at 70 cents 
on the dollar. In the face of this sarcastic 
effort to impair Georgia’s credit, she has sold 
her new four anda half per cent bonds at a 
handsome premiuin, while the Clews variety, 
although offered at thirty per cent discount, 
have not gone off like hot cakes. Henry Clews

The new issue of Georgia coupon bonds 
wiil be gotton up by the St. Louis Dank Note 
company.

The St. Louis Bank Note company is 
awarded the contract to engrave or print the 
new issue of bonds of the state of Georgia, is- 
sued under the act of September 5th, 1587. 

The company have agreed to do the work 
for the sum of 31,750. 

The bonds are to be engraved upon steel 
plates in elegant first-class style, and it is stip- 
ulated that they shall be completed by or upon 
the 15th day of next September. 

There are 1,000 of these bonds. They will 
be of the value of $1,000 each, and bear in} 
terest at four and ong half per cent. The 
coupons attached will fall due in series of 100 
bonds each, the first series falling due in 1898, 
and each succeeding series in each year there- 
after until 1916, 

On the face of these bonds will be engraved 
a vignette of the new state capitol, and the 
coat of arms of Georgia will be engraved upon 
the face and back of the bonds. 

A small portrait of Alexander H. Stephens 
wll appear on the face of cach coupon. 

Engraved on each bond will be extracts from 
the constitution of Georgia embodied in the 
fourth section of the said act of September, 
1887.

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POLICE COMMISSIONERS 


Hold a Meeting and Some Pecu- 
liar Subjects are Handled. 


She Cemetery Guards Want the Eight Hour 
System—Chief Connolly’s Horse 
Discussed Once More. 


The'board of police commissioners held thei 
regular monthly meeting last evening. There 
were present Chairman English, Secretary 
Martin, and Commissioners Stephens and 


Brown. 

After the reading of the minutes, bills to the 
amount of $211.19 were ordered paid. 

A communication was then read from Wm. 
J. Collins and J. E. Pate, the guards at the 
cemetery. They state that they are elected 
just as the other police are elected, and ask 
that they be given the benefit of the eight- 
hour system. This petition had been directed 
first to the cemetery committee of the general 
council, and by this committee referred to 
council. The council in turn referred it to the 


commissioners. 
“We can’t do anything with that,’’ said Mr. 


Gtephens. 

“Why?” asked the chairman. 

“Section 317 of the code settles that,’’ re- 
plied the commissioner. “It says that wo 
shall elect two guards, and we have no author- 
ity to elect another unless that section is first 
amended by the council.” 

Upon motion of Mayor English the matter 
was then referred back to council with the 
recommendation of the commission that the 
section be changed to allow the election of 


three cemetery guards. 

The reports of the officers were then read, 
showing that 71 state and 552 city cases had 
been made during the month. The fines im- 
posed had amounted toj$2,180.25, of which 
$1,431.25 had been paid; $3.25 remitted ; work- 
ed and peing worked on the streets, $555.45; 
leaving $210 unpaid. The records show that 
the eight hour system hasbeen working most 
gatisfactorily. 

The Mounted Force. 

A lively little discussion was started by a 
motion to buy another horse for Black Maria 
in place of ‘Taylor,’ the one that died with 
lockjaw a few daysago. ‘*Taylor’s’’ place is 
being filled just now by a horse hired at $1.50 
per day. fe 

“I’m opposed to that,’’ said Commissioner 
Brown. “I think we have enough horses al- 
ready, 2nd we might take one from the 
mounted force and hitch it to Black Maria.”’ 

“That won't do,’’ said Commissioner Martin. 
“That would decrease the mounted force, and 
we can't dothat. They are onduriug the day, 
when there are fewer men on duty than atany 
other time, and each man must cover a good 
deal of territory. A patrolman can’t cover as 
much ground, nor do it as well, as a man on 
horseback.”’ 

‘“That’s so,’ said Commissioner English. ‘‘I 
am in favor of the mcunted force. They have 
done more goodand brought in more money 
to the city than any where near the same 
number of patrolmen. They are absolutely 
necessary for the protection of the outer parts 
of town.” 

‘“Well,’’ said Mr. Brown, ‘i'll say frankly 
that 1 am opposed to this mounted force.”’ 

That little dialogue forecasts the next fight 
in the commission. It’sall about the mounted 
force, with Commissioners English and Brown 
Jeading the pros and cons. 

The matter was smothered for the present 
by a remark of Chief Connolly’s to the effect 
that he was still using a city horse. 

‘*‘A city horse?’ echoed Commissioner 
Brown, in surprise. 

And more prominently than it has come 
into discussion before, was the subject of 

The Chief’s Horse. 

“Yes, sir,” said the chief. ‘‘My horse was 
sold ard I am still using a city horse, I didn’t 
have 99 

‘That don’t matter,” interrnpted the com- 
missioner, ‘‘The law says that the chief of 

lice shall furnish his own horse, and you 
1ave noright to be using a public horse. We 
are paying $1.50 for a hired horse, and here is 
the chief using a horse that might till that 
vacancy.” 

‘‘But the chief had a horse,’’ said Commis- 
sioner I:nglish, ‘‘and while he was away that 
horse was used onatrip to East Point and in 
the service of the city. The chief says his 
horse was injured by the ride and he was sold 
for $55, That left him without a horse.” 

“Then he should have bought another one 
at once,” said Mr. Drown. “He had noright 
to use for his own benefit public -property 
worth $1.50 a day. How long have you beeu 
using the horse ?”’ 

‘For some months,” said the chief. 

Then he really owes the city $1.50a day as 
hire for the horse during that time,” said Mr. 
Brown. ‘Alter that is settled, then we wiil 
consider the other matter.”’ 

“The horse was injured in the service of the 
city,’’ said Mr. English. 

‘‘But the city is not responsible for the acts 
of the police,’’ objected Mr. Brown. ‘Then 
even if it wasthe horse was ridden without 
orders from anybody. Mr. Simpson rode this 
horse without authority from any agent of the 
city, and he is personaily responsible if any- 
body is. But there is still another side to it. 
I have investigated the matter and I am sure

HANCOCK BARRACKS. 


Meeting of Citizens of Atlanta to Ask for an 
Appropriation to Complete the Work. 

A meeting of prominent citizens was held 
yesterday afternoon at the Kimball house, in 
parlor 104, to take action in regard to the com- 
pletion of Hancock barracks, near West End, 

Captain Jacobs @as requested to be present 
by the citizens. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. E. 
P. Chamberlin, who, after stating the object 
of the meeting, requested Colonel George W. 
Adair to act as chairman. Colone] Adair was 
selected as chairman and Mr. Ed McCandless 
Was requested to act as secretary. 

Captain Jacobs was requested to state the 
present status of the work at the barracks. He 
complied with the request, stating he could not 
participate in the meeting further than to an- 
swer legitimate questions about the work which 
he would do cheerfully so far as his duties as 
an officer permitted him, 

Colonel Adair asked what sum would be 
necessary to complete the work. Captain Ja- 
cobs referring to his réport of estimates made 
to the quartermaster genera! said :ha‘it would 
require the sum of $400,000 to tinish the 
work, in addition to what had al- 
ready been appropriated, He said further 
that the sum of $250,000 had already been 
spent on the work, and that he was informed 
that $75,000 had been appropriated by the 
present congress. He showed a carefully pre- 
pared diagram showing the plan of the bar- 
racks, the work that had been finished, and 
what was to be done. 

The chairman stated that if the small sums 
heretofore appropriated each year were not in- 
creased it would take five or six years to com- 
plete the work, and he thought some steps 
ought to be taken to stir up our immediate rep- 
resentatiyes on the importance of having the 
amounts increased, so as to speedily finish the 
work. 

It was suggested that other places not so im- 
portant in the west had received very large 
appropriations, and they could see no reason 
why a sufficient appropriation should not be 
made this year by the government to complete 
this work. 

Mr. Chamberlin said that he was informed 
by army officers that it was very desirable that 
these barracks should be-finished as soon as 
possible, as the post was a very desirable one, 
and ranked high in the estimation of army 
officers on account of the healthfulness of the 
location and the desirableness of the sur- 
roundings. 

Friends of his in the city had received let- 
ters from army oflicers, regretting that they 
could not come to Atlanta from the sea coast 
barracks, instead of being sent to out of the 
way and undesirable localities during the sum- 
mer months. 

It was also stated that the Immediate repre- 
sentative from Denver, Colorado, and from 
Chicago, and from Nebraska, had received 
large appropriations for barracks, not of as 
much importance as Hancock barracks, and 
there couid be novalid reason why some of 
the much-talked of surplus should not be used 
to complete this work. 


Mr. Chamberlin that a 


moved 


committee of five, including the chairman, be 


requested to draft a petition to be submitted 
to our citizens generally for their signature 
asking an appropriation from this congress to 
complete the work. Thecomumittee to be re- 
quested to also draft a letter to our immediate 
congressman, the two senators from Georgia, 
and to the appropriation commitlee of con- 
gress, reqnesting action on this matter, look- 
ing to a speedy completion of the work. 

The chairman appointed the folowing com- 
mittee: k. P. Chamberlin, W. P. Inman, T. 
P. Westmoreland and E. P. Howell. 

It was developed in the meeting'that there was 
much interest felt in our city over the bar- 
racks. That the work now being done was of 


' the most substantial kind, and that the build- 


ings and grounds when completed would be as 


handsome as any barracks in the United 
' States. 


When completed it will accommodate about 
fifteen hundred soldiers. There is quarters 
provided for a band, and all the requisites for 
a first-ciass army post,

Grand preparations are being made at New- 
nan, Ga., for one of the best rennionsof old 
confederates since the war. Nearly a quarter 
of a century has passed since these old soldiers 
separated ; they have had many ups and downs 
since that day; they propose to lay aside their 
caresand meet together with their friends, 
and have a regular reunion, like true men who 
loved one arnotherand have not seen each 
other for years.

Featcres of the Specutative Movement in 
Grain and Provizions. 

CHICAGO, July 9—Wheat siartcd strong on bad 
weather reports, firm cables and curb infnence. 
August sold 44e higher at ¢he opeming at #224. The 
other futures opened *c higher at 82e for September. 
They were the highest points of the session. A very 
larce part of the business was of a scalping nature. 
There was some outside business, mostiy on the bull 
side, and it siruck the market wrong for the day. 
The se ling was partly by longs who could letgo on 
the decline and take profits. There was more short 
Selling on the theory that the’government figures 
tomorrow would be bearish, The visible supply fig- 
ures cut but little figure, as the decrease was about 
as expected—585,000 bushels. The weather mip 
showed rain in the-present wheat harvest belt. but 
the influence was balanced by reports from Cairo 
and other points that wheat was yielding well in 
quality and quantity fromthethresher. During the 
forenoon August declined to 815{c, and for an hour 
showed a disposition to rally from this point, but 
half an hour before the close the crowd weakened 
and the price went off to 8) \e, or 1c under the 
closing price of Saturday. Wheat closed just lic 
lower for August at 811¢c. " 

The crowd was long on corn today, and, after 
prices opened higher but failed to advance from the 
opening figure, there was a larger quantfty for sale 
than usual of late. The decreasn in the visib'e sup- 
ply was 1.147,000 bushels, but this amount fell far 
short of what many expected, on account of recent 
movements. The decrease here for the week was 
117,000 bushels. A liberal out inspeotion, and con- 
tions at the close on Saturday caused better early 
prices. Sales of July were at 504c down to 49%c at 
the close. August opened at 5ii¢c and closed at 
49%, or %c under Saturday. 

Oats ruled firm,and new crop futuresadyanced 
sharply. A portiom of the improvement was lost 
later in the day, July declining in sympathy, but 
closing at Saturday's last quotations, August left 
off °4c higher than Saturday. 

An advance omhogs caused a firmer feeling among 
holders ofthe product, and early sales were at slight- 
ly higher priees. Later offerings exceeded the de- 
mand and a weaker feeling developed, especially in 
lard, which declined 7,%@l0e and closed 4@74¢c 
lower than Saturday. Pork andshortribs, however, 
clesed steady at 24;@5c advanee.

In the Indictment Against an 
Atlanta Druggist. 


The Jury Instructed to Give Dr. Joseph 
Jacobs a Verdict—The Judge Finds 
a Defect in the Bill.

The city court, Judge Howard Van Epps 
presiding, was occupied from 9 o’clock yester- 
day morning until late yesterday afternoon 
with the trial of the case of the state vs. 
Joseph Jacobs, charged with cheating and 
swindling. The indictment cites that on the 
first day of'last March the defendant sold Mr. 


Rk. C. Freeqnan, for twenty-five cents, one-half 


ounce of nitrate of bismuth, which, upon in- 
vestigation, proved to be adulterated with 
flour or starch, thus making the defendant 
guilty of the misdemeanor of cheating and 
swindling. 

The courtroom contained an unusually large 
crowd, among whom were many physicians 
and chemists, who showed considerable inter- 
est in the case, 

Solicitor Frank O’Bryan was assisted in the 
prosecution by Judge W. R. Hammond. The 
defendant was represented by Colonel Adolph 
Brandt and Colonel Tom Glenn. 

The following jurors were sworn: John N. 
Harris, John T. Stocks, J. H. Strickland, R. 
H. Jenkins and E. BB, Thomas. 

The prosecution opened by placing upon the 
witness stand Mr. Robert C. Freeman, who 
made the -purchase of the bismuth. 

In reply to a question, the witness said: 
“T called for bismuth, and suppose that is 
what i got.’’ He was asked what he had paid 
for the drgg and from whom he had purchased 
it, and hd@™#cplied that he thought he paid ten 
cents for Whox of the drug and purchased it 
from aclérk in Jacobs’s store. After paving 
for it he went at once to the store of {Freeman 
& Crankshaw and then tojthe drug store of Dr. 
Theodore Schumann. He gave the doctor the 
package. 

On being cross-questicned by Colonel 
Brandt, Mr. Freeman testitied that he made 
the purchase at the request of Dr. Walter 
Taylor, Dr. Taylor had asked him to buy the 
bismuth of Jacobs,and he had done as re- 
quested, not because he himself needed it, but 
because Dr. Taylor wanted it. Dr. Taylor had 
told him that he intended taking it to Dr. 
Schumann for analysis. 

At this juncture the case came very near 
ending abruptly. Judge Van Epps remarked 
that it seemed to him that there was a grievous 
fault in the bill of indictment, inasmuch as it 
specifind that the defendant had cheated and 
swindled Freeman, while the evidence showed 
that if any one was defrauded it was not Free- 
man, but Dr. Taylor.

**You may proceed, gentlemen,’’ said Judge 
Van Epps, addressing the state’s officers ; ‘‘you 
may introduce your witnesses.”’ 

Dr. Theodore Schumann, the veteran drug- 
gist, upon whose testimony the state relied 
mainly, was placed on thestand. He was 
examined at great ienyth and was required to 
make categorical answers to a variety of 
quesiions. He had, he _ said,. been a 
chemist for nearly fifty years. Dur- 
ing the past eighteen years he _ has 
been in the drug business in Atianta. He 
kuew the store of Dr. Jacobs; it had been 
known as the store of Joseph A. Jacobs, but 
had recently changed to the name of the 
Jacobs pharmacy. Several months ago Dr. 
Walter Taylor had approached him telling 
him that he had heard of adulterated drugs 
being sold at Jacobs’s pharmacy, = and 
he wanted him to analyze a sample 
from there which he would procure. Mr. 
Freeman came in a few days afterwards 
and handed him a little box labelled ‘‘bismuth, 
Jacobs pharmacy.’’ Ile had subjected it toa 
chemical examination. tinding it to be half bis- 
muth and half flour. Bismuth was good for 
stomach orders, especially in children. Flour 
was good for bread, but not as bisinuth was 
used. Flour could not be detected in bismuth 
with the naked eye. Dr. Schumann gave his 
testimony in a clear voice, in hls broken Eng- 
lish, an English with adecided German accent. 
He showed, however, that he knew many 
things about drugs. 

He was subjected toa rigid cross-examina- 
tion, and Colonel Brandt was severely direct in 
his interrogatories. 

The facts brought out in the cross-examina- 
tion were interesting. ‘The witness stated that 
Mr. Freeman was not acompanied by Dr. Tay- 
lor, and that he did not see him for two weeks 
afterwards. If a druggist felt disposed to 
adulterate bismuth he could use talc, which 
was less liable to detection and was cheaper. 
Dr. Schumann had been the chairman of an as- 
sociation of Atlanta druggists. to which Dr. 
Jacobs belonged. Dr. Jacobs was expelled 
from the association for cutting the price of 

atent medicines. He had written «a letter 

efore his expulsion resigning his membership 
in the association. Witness and Dr. Jacobs 
had not been on friendly terms since then. Mr, 
Charles Behre, witness’ son-in-law, had a man 
arrested for distributing circulars in front of 
his store, on Peachtree street, announcing the 
cutin patent medicines, which Dr. Jacobs had 
made. Witness was notthere, nor did he 
know anything about it. Witness could not 
stand the indignity offered him of distributing 
these circulars under hig nose, so he went to 
see the defendant and offered to cowhide him, 
but did not do so. Shortly afterwards the 
state pharmacisis metin Atlanta. He read a 
paper.on patent medicines. 

Dr. Schumann was asked why Judge Ham- 
mond was employed by hiin. 

He replied that Judge Hammond was en- 
ployed by him as president of the state board 
of pharmacists. 

After Dr. Schumann was called down by 
the state the prosecation introduced Dr. W.S. 
Elkin, Dr. Hunter P. Cooper, Mr. W. L. 
Lamar and Walter Taylor. The testimony of 
all those was confined io the bismuth which 
formed the foundation of the indictment, The 
defendant hada large number of witnesses 
Waiting to testify in his behalf, but they were 
not giyen an opportunity to say one word. 

The state finished. 

Judge Vankpps made afew remarks. He 
said that the state had not made out its case; 
that the indictment was defective, and he 
would instruct the jury not to convict the de- 
fendant. 

In obedience to the court’s instruction a ver- 
dict was given the defendant. 

It was stated that this did not prevent the 
prosecution from making out another indict- 
ment, 

If the case comes up again, it will not be 
heard before next September.

IVY STREET HOSPITAL. 


Accommodations Made For Fifty or More 
Patients—A Card tothe Citizens: 

Gentlemen and Ladies: There isno doubt 
that the Ivy street hospital of Atlanta has 
been a blessing and great convenience to the 
comunity, and has saved the city much ex- 
pense. 

As is well known, the institution was estab- 
lished by our philanthropic Iadies, who, by 
means of public fairs, entertainments and other 
agents made the first paymenis on the build- 
ings, Which was properly disbursed by the 


rangements with the city council as it thought 
best in regard to the terms upon wh'ch the 
afflicted poor should be treated in the instita- 
tion. 

Other provisions were that the building 
should be kept for the purpose of a hospital, 
and the medical departinent be under the con- 
trol of the faculty of the Southern Medical col- 
lege of Atlanta, the members of which were 
to treat the destitute sick in the institution 
free of charge. 

The Ivy street hespital is,therefore,virtually 
a city hospital, and less expensive to the city 
than if it was controlled entirely by the city 
council. Couldany arrangements have been 
made more philanthrepic, more worthy of com- 
mendation and the support of the council. The 
members of the faculty have faithfully dis- 
charged their duties. 

The superintendent, Dr. T. S. Powell, has, 

by his own untiring energy, had a wing built 
to the main building 160 feet long, which will 
give accommodation to fifty cr more patients. 
This addition cost about 6,500. By his supe- 
rior skilland management he has eancel'!ed 
this debt, which he alone wae responsible for, 
except about $250, which he wiil pay as soon 
as possible. Parties io whoin this balance 1s 
due have been very kind, andthe doctor asks 
their indulgence for a time longer and be will 
settie this remainder, which he has volunt&- 
rily assumed. 
* There is a debt, however, of about $23,000 on 
the original purchase money, and the trustees 
fee] that this should be raised by the benevo- 
lent ladies and gentlemen of the city, and we 
believe they will. Too much cannot be said 
of the ladies who work for this hospital and of 
Dr. Powell and his faeulty for their labor of 
charity for the good they have done fer our 
destituie sick and for our city, under so many 
perplexing cireumstancés. 

The undersigned have been appointed by 
the trustees of the hospital to solicit subserip- 
tions of any amount from fifty cents or more,and 
to appeal to a generous public to aid us in this 
hour of need, that this bevevolent institution 
may be freed from this burdensome debt, the 
interest of which Dr. Powell has now to pay.

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WAS HE POISONED? 


The Negroes in West End Ex- 
cited Over a Death Yesterday. 


He Is Seized With Convulsions and Dies— 
A Woman in the Case—Pelief Among 
. the Negroes that She Poisoned Hii. 


‘Dat man was poisoned !”’ 

**Course he was. Didn't dat oman say she 
Was a gwince to poison ’im ?’’ 

‘Pat she did. She done it, too.”’ 

“J knowed dat ’oman would do it.”’ 

These and any number of similar remarks 
were uttered yesterday beside tiie dead body ot 
anegroman named Jacob Miller, at West 
End. The speakers were neighbors of the 
dead man, old and young, male and female, 
and in the midst of the groun, beside the body 
of the dead man, was a. negro woman. She 
was moaning piteously and rocking to and fro. 
‘Dat 'oman poisoned 'iin! Dat ‘oman poisoned 
‘im !’’ she repeated over and over. 

Miller, the dead negro, was lying upon his 
ba#k with the body uncovered and naked to 
the waist. He was physica!ly a giant, and his 
powerful muscles wcre drawn and knotted in 
sreat Jumps across the atms and chest. His 

ips and the lower part of his iace were covered 
with foam. He is said to have been the strong- 
est man in Fulton county, and great .stories 
are told by the negroes of his wonderful 
strength. The grouparonnd the body had 
worked themselves intoa sort of frenzy, and 
were loud in their denunciation of the woman 
suspected. 

udge Manning, acting coroner, was notified 
at once, and a jury was suminoned to appear 
at 4:30. Atthetime appointed the jury was 
organized with Mr. Frank Haraison as fore- 
man, 

‘A number of witnesses testified to having 
heard a woman named Nancy Burke make 
threats to poison Miller. It seems that Nancy 
Burke lived formerly in a room of Miller’s 
house, and the two had a big quarrel. The 
woman was turned out of the house and 
threatened at the time, and at various times 
since, to poison. Miller. 

They ail testified to having seen Miller Sun- 
day aiternoon and night in good health. His 
wife testified that after she and Miller came 
home from church together that he ate his 
supper of breau and meat, and went to bed 
about 11 o’clock. The supper had been left for 
three or four hours before it was caten upon a 
little table beside the back coor, and the back 
door had not been locked. : 

‘About four o’clock in the mornmg she was 
wakened by the struggling of her husband. 

‘*He was havin’ a fit,’’ said the woman, “‘an’ 
T conldn’ do nothin’ for him, so I jis sent fer 
Doctor. Longino. He kept on havin’ fits 
about every fifteen minutes, until he died at 
twenty minutes afiterll. He talked a little 
when I fust woke up, but it hurt him an’ he 


didn’t know what he was Sayin’, an’ after that 


he didn’t say a word.” 

Dr, Longino testified to having been called 
in and doing what could be done for the ne- 
gro. 

“I thought as scon as I saw the negro,”’ said 
the doctor, *‘that he was dying, and I am sat- 
istied nowthat he was. I think there was 
some trouble with his brain. I heard one of 
the-neighbors say that he. became overheated 
while sawing wood Saturday, and I shouldn’t 
be surprised if this affected his brain and 
finally resulted in his death. If he had been 
eo it would have showed sooner than it 
B i "hie 
Dr. Bob Westmoreland, county physician, 
also gave it as his opinion that death resulted 
from inflammation of the brain. Without an 
autopsy a verdict was rendered in accordance 
With these cpinions—death from inflammation 
of the brain. 

The verdict of the jury did not in the slight- 
est modify the opinion of the darkies.
